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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant's representative states that Broyies 
et at. does not disclose elastic ribs that are stretchable and then resume their original shape. This Is not convincing. The substrate is 
clearly stated as being elastic (see col. 3, II. 8-19). and it clearly is comprised of a frame with ribs. The ribs have further material attached 
to the substrate, such as metal wire (see col. 4, 11. 16-39). Therefore, it is maintained that the ribs are stretchable and will resume their 
original shape when released.
